Before the sum m er is over, it is 
possible that vacation trips could 
present some problems because of the 
gas shortage. Problem s are already 
showing up in some areas and are 
expected to get worse before the 
sum m er is over. 
From what I have read about the 
shortages that have shown up in some 
areas I would make one suggestion ll 
you are planning to do very much 
driving on your vacation and have a 
choice as to when you take your trip 
m ake it as early in the month as 
possible. 
It seem s that a lot of the m ajor 
companies are alloting their gasoline 
on a month to month basis and most of 
the shortages are showing up at the 
end of the month when the stations 
have used up their allotments. 
I also ran across the following tips 
that help cut down on gas con 
sumpt ion. 
Unnecessary idling, excessive low 
or high speeds, and quick starts and 
stops wastes gasoline. Coasting to a 
stop when possible and starting at 
normal or below normal speeds are 
other fuel savers. Braking a car to a 
stop from 30 miles an hour wastes two 
and a half tim es as m uch energy as 
when braking to a stop from 20 mph 
From 60 mph the loss is nine tim es 
greater 
A steady speed of 50 mph is 25 
p ercen t 
m o re 
eco n o m ical 
th a n 
varying speeds from 30 to 70 mph. 'I he 
most economical cruising speed is 55 
mph. Dragging brakes, underinflated 
tires, an out-of-tune engine, and a too 
heavy motor oil also contribute to 
wasted fuel. 
It is estim ated that a properly 
driven automobile can increase its 
gas mileage up to five miles a gallon 
Maintaining an average speed on the 
highway will save between V > 
miles a gallon.
